BURSTEIN made application for a passport on 5/U/66, 
at the District Court, Eastern District of Pennsylvania, and 
was issued Passport #571015 on 5/17/66, at Washington, D.C, 
The passport application Indicated BURSTEIN planned to 
depart Philadelphia, Pa., on 6/17/66, via TWA Airlines for 
an intended stay abroad of six weeks. The purpose of his 
trip was indicated to be for vacation with family and attend 
conference and NATO Advanced Study Institute in Italy. His 
proposed itinerary was listed as France, Israel, Greece, 

Italy and Austria. 




This passport is valid for three years travel to 
all countries except Albania, Cuba, and those portions of 
China, Korea, and Vietnam under Communist control.
